History rather suggests it would not. Parliament 
has always been super-careful about legislating 
freight rates downward. The “freight rate struc- 
ture” is by tradition a structure of such delicate 
nature and perfect balance that ignorant legisla- 
tors might do vast harm if they tampered with 
it. The tradition is mainly pretense, but it has 
been a very effective bogey in the way of leg- 
islative action on freight rates 

There remains the possibility of a recommén- 
daiion for the lowering of these domestic grain 
rates by the Turgeon commission. The commis- 
sion is to hold sittings in Alberta next week, 
when farmers and other interested parties will 
have an opportunity to present their views. After 
the representations made at Vancouver, a strong 
show of support in this province should go far to 
secure a recommendation for the levelling down

TEMPORARY HELP NOT 
NEEDED 

The investigators for the Bank of Canada 
have decided that Alberta does not need tempor- 
ary financie! assistance from the Dominion, the 
budget brought down in the legislature provid- 
ing for all proposed expenditure on current and 
capital account, including relief. The deficit of 
$1,200,000 expected at the end of the yeer is 
accounted for by the proposed redemption of 
Savings certificates of a corresponding amo 

This balancing of the budget, the Bank's in- 
vestigators say, was possible because interest en 
the provincial bonds was cut z vear ago by the 
amount of $3,400,000 ¢ year. They do not ap- 
prove the way the rate-cutting was done, but the 
saving thus affected was the factor which made 
it possible to cover all proposed expenditures 
this year by expected revenue. Hence, unlike 
Manitoba and Saskatct Alberta does not 
require a grant from federal! treasury to 
make ends meet 

This province thus has the distinction of hav- 
ing achieved the orthodox object of « balanced 
budget by the unorthodox means of refusing to 
pay contract rates in full Since the Bank was 
only asked to say whether the province needed 
immediate financial] help, the fact that the bud- 
get is balanced is the answer to the questien 


THE NEW PLAN 

The Debt Reduction and Settlement bil! intro- 
duced in the Jegislature on Wednesday differs 
essentially from the old one, and contains z pre- 
vision for the protection of deserving creditors 
not found in the disallowed Act. The new bil! 
deals only with debts contracted before July | 
1932. It does not affect interest on debts, before 
or after that date 

Under the bill, the starting point to calculate 
the amount now owing on an old debt is July |, 
1932. Whatever amount was owing on that date 
is cut in half. To this is added interest for the 
intervening five years at the contracted rate, to- 


the 


+ 


gether with any advances the creditor may have 
made to the debtor. And from this total is to 
be deducted the payments which have been made 
during this five year interval. The balance is to 
be paid in ten annual instalments, beginning in 
November next, with interest at the contract 
rate. 

This would appear to work out as follows, in 
the case of a mortgage bearing 8 per cent inter- 
est, on which $1,000 was due on July 1, 1934, in 
respect of which payments have been made in 
the meantime amounting to $300. The debt as at 
the deadline is reduced to $500. To this is added 
the interest for the five years since, amounting 
to $400: From this total of $900 is deducted the 
$300 paid, leaving a balance of $600 due the cred- 
itor, to be paid over the next ten years, with 
interest. 

There is provision for the creditor who would 
rather recover the whole amount still owing 
him at once, instead of leaving it on loan for the 
ten years. 

Another clause provides that where “The pro- 
visions of this Act may cause undue hardship 
on any deserving creditor,” he may appeal to 
the Debt Adjustment Board, and the Board may 
“Direct that the creditor may forthwith realise 
on his security, or may declare the whole of the 
balance of the debt, or such portion of it as it 
deems advisable, due and payable forthwith, or 
may make such order as may be necessary in its 
opinion to protect the interest of the creditor.” 
For which purpose the Board is being empower- 
ed to deal with all debts, instead of farmers’ debts 
only, as heretofore. 

Obviously so comprehensive a measure will 
stand a good deal of examination before its out- 
working can be accurately assessed in relation to 
all the varied circumstances of individual debts, 
debtors and creditors. The privilege of appeal 
to the Debt Adjustment Board is clearly intended 
to prevent injustice where the debtor is able to 
pay more than the reduced amount, or even to 


pay the debt in full, and where the creditor 
would suffer hardship if his claim were cut 
down. With that safeguarding clause, the bill 


looks like a fair and workable plan under which 
to clear up the “mess” of debts which are not 
payable in full

*BOILED NEW POTATOES WITH PARSLEY 
BUTTER SAUCE: Scrape potatoes and drop in 
boiling water. The time depends upon size and 
kind of potatoes. Usually 30 mins. will be suffi- 
cient, but the test is to pierce the potato with a 
stee] York. If it goes in, take the potatoes out. 
Put in collander over boiling water, cover with 
a napkin for a few minutes to absorb the mois- 
ture. 

Prepare parsley sauce by melting a piece of 
butter the size of an egg over a slow flame: add 
a level tablespoonful of finely chopped parsley 
and a teaspoonful of finely chopped celery 
leaves. Pour over the potatoes just before serv- 
ing. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: M. K. L. writes: “I have been 
troubled with my hands perspiring too much. 
Will you please publish a remedy?” 

ANSWER: Excessive perspiration of the 
hands is frequently the result of nervousness. 
However, if you will be sure to work up a good 
sweat each day through exercising, this may help 
materially, through increasing perspiration 
through the pores of the entire body. You will 
find that by dressing in a woolen sweater and 
running vigorously or exercising strenuously, 
you will soon start to perspire. I am of the be- 
lief that a daily sweat is an excellent health 
measure for almost everyone. Copious perspire- 
tion will induce such a good flow of sweat that 
this will wash the pores from the inside out, 
thus producing a much cleaner effect than if 
water is merely applied externally. Furthermore, 


in this augmented sweating I believe that the skin 
is encouraged to eliminate a vast quantity of ex- 
tra impurities which would otherwise remain in 
the body. The skin must be considered one of the 
four eliminative channels of the body and any 
measure which wil] speed up _ elimination 
through this channel is generally beneficial.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

My Lord Beaverbrook appears not to have 
relinquished his advocacy of the right of a King 
of England to marry whom he desires. Two of 
his young leader-writers on the Daily Express, 
Frank Owen and Reginald John Thompson have 
contributed toward the coming coronation festiv- 
ities a book on the Edward-Wally Simpson con- 
troversy. It is called “He Was Their King.” It 
is described as a spirited attack on Prime Min- 
ister Stanley Baldwin and the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. 

The book claims to give the real, intimate, 
complete inside story of the strange events that 
led to the abdication of Edward VIII. It should 
have a large sale in America among the patrons 
of the pulp magazines. It puts forward the 
theory that the prime minister and the arch- 
bishop saw in the democratic young monarch a 
threat to middle class sovereignty in England. 
It says they invented the bogey of a “king's 
party” in order to swing Clement Attlee and the 
Laborites behind them—the English Laborites 
having “lived with the ghos: of Fascist dictstor- 
ship so long that they cannot discern the very 
substantia] bulk of Mr. Baldwin's dictatorship.’ 

The authors do not go to the length of those 
who claim Edward to have been a too-perfect 
king. They think he would have liked to improve 
the lot of the submerged class but had only the 
vaguest idea of how to go about it. They admit 
he never understood the English people, never 
apprehended the immense hidden strength of the 
middles class and their devotion to the canons 
of respectability. 

Taking up the allegations that Edward was too 
pro-German and too pro-American for Great 
Britain's taste, the authors say: 


“A story was circulated that Edward wa: 
pro-German and that Mrs. Simpson was the 
Nazi missionary. It derived wholly from Ed- 
ward's natura] affinity for the race of his or- 
igin, his respect as a soldier for a valiant 
enemy and Mrs. S*npson’s private personal 
friendship with the German ambassador 
xsrerr Joachim von Ribbentrop, and his 
friends. 

“It was powerfully used, subrosa, to in- 
fluence trade union circles against King Ed- 
ward. 

“Edward lost friends. He behaved 
brusquely to old faithful servitors of his 
father. At Sandringham, especially, he fired 
old retainers with a high-speed American 
efficiency that could hardly endear him to 
the neighborhood. He brought American 
chefs into his household—and at the end of 
a month, he pitched them out as being in- 
efficient. 

“They broke him down as they broke 
down Parnell and Dilke,” the authors report 
of Edward. 

“All the ballyhoo of forty years—and he 
was Prince Charming all the way—did not 
survive ten days of full blast calumny. Moth- 
ers, who had seen in their own sons a re- 
plica prince of Wales, were offended by the 
sudden knowledge that he was about to 
marry a woman who had divorced two hus- 
bands and was an American.” 


The Jast phrase in the preceding paragraph 
shows a business eye towards the American 
market. 

One alleged episode in the story of the nego- 
tiations for the abdication of the monarch has 
an air of probability. The authors say that one 
night at Buckingham Palace Edward banged 
his fist on a table and shouted to his prime min- 
ister: 

“I am the first land, ard 
apparently the only man in the land whc 
not permitted to marry the woman of h 
choice.”

the authors complain that “King 
Edward was pushed from his throne with less 
fuss than Mr. J. H. Thomas.” Even more bit- 
terly do they inveigh against the Archbishop of 
Canterbury for Edward losing his heart, his head 
and his throne to the matrimonially-versatile 
Wally. They close this ill-timed literary offer- 
ing with the scornful words: 


Bitterly 


“If nobody any more believes in the 
theory of the Church's Anointed, do not 
blame the etheists or the anarchists. Send 


the bill for that to the Archbishop.’ 

No attempt is made to blame the English 
Church for the political doom that overtook 
Mr. Parnell and Sir Charles Dilke atter they

Accusing Prem- 
ier Aberhart of having suppressed information 
about his plan for Alberta, Mr. Hargrave says he 
will publish the plan in his new book “so that 
the people of Albe. ra wil] know for the first time 
what a working system of real, official Social 
Credit involves.” 

Premier Aberhart has celled Mr. Hargrave 
“a faithless man” and “an egotist with a sinecure 
motive”—whatever kind of 6 motive that may be. 
Mr. Hargrave is himself a master of picturesque 
speech. In conversation in Edmonton before he 
left for England he depicted Mr. Aberhart is 
“floundering like a stranded whale” in his efforts 
to maintain government and find out whet Social 
Credit is all about. This behind-the-scenes 
history of Alberta politics promises to be good 
reading.

Every one has seen pictures of 
+hat little British Army scaling the 
sheer face of a cliff to “take Que- 
bec tomorrow” and change the map| 
of North America for ever, Almost 
every one has longed to see the 
actual cliff, and even to climb the! 
steep path, for himself. 

Early in the morning of Septem- | 
ber 13th, the anniversary of this| 
undying feat of arms, I set out to) 
find and follow the path to the end, 
from the beach where Wolfe land- 
ed to the spot where he fell, 

Nearly one hundred and eighty 
years have passed since the Battle 
of the Plains of Abraham, Hence 
the details of the setting hed 
changed. A city sprawled over the 
headland of Quebec where Wolfe 
saw only a little town, sprawled 
over the headlands and spilled over 
ramparts not present in his time to 
cover almost all the field on which 
he deployed his regiments. A cit- 
adel far more pretentious than the 
fortifications which confronted him 
crowned Cape Diamond. A motor 
road wound down into his Cove. 
Beside the Cove, a huge dock 
berthed huge ocean liners. 


ESSENTIALS REMAINED 

But the essentials remained. The 
vest and silent river still flowed 
heedlessly on, the old houses still 
slept beneath the grim black Cape, 
the river valley, for miles, was rich 
in autumn’s glorious colors—the 
grey, chill sky overcast in the quiet 
dawn—just as they were—they 
must have been—when the young 
commander's eager eyes last looked 
on them that day. 

I reached the Cove in a few 
minutes—the story-books when they 
mention it at all, fail to drive home 


Soon, however, when you think 
of it, your disappointment passes 
and is lost in a wider admiration 
for Wolfe's genius. You see that the 
ease of the ascent here in com- 
parison to the difficulties every- 
where else is the very reason why 
Wolfe chose it. He had to perform 
a feat combining several of the 


most critical of all military opere-|

the one and only battlefield. The 
Anse-un-Foulon and the Path to- 
gether were the single vital break 
in the foe’s ramparts. With unerring 
accuracy, Wolfe detected it. And 
the result—took Canada, overthrew 
France's Colonie] Empire, made pos- 


sible the United States, set the 
world rolling on a _ brand-new 
course! 


One last look around the Cove, 
one deep breath, then I began to 
climb. 

What was it like, now that I was 
actually treading it—this Path of 
Glory? Just a slightly winding, 
beaten little trail, with a stone, a 
stick or a rut obstructing it here 
and there, bushes pushing their 
green arms across it, pines and 
scrub plunging it in mysterious 
shadow, the wind sighing over it 


the fact that the landing-place is 
only two miles west of the town. 
How Wolfe's forlorn hope of High- 
janders and Light Infantry, when 
they leaped ashore from the land- 
ing boats, must have held their 
breath, for fear of waking that un- 
suspecting stronghold, so very close 
at hand! And how my own heart 
peat as I faced the immortal cliff 
and looked for the glorious path! 

In spirit, then, I was with Wolfe, 
staring at that defiant wall and say- 
ing to the gallant handful on whom 
everything depended: “I don't know 
whether we shall be able lo get up 
there—but we must make the at- 


tempt.’ 

For the moment, I was even 
Wolfe myself! I defy any one who 
knows how Quebec was taken.

MUST BE PREPARED

The foreshore of the Cove has been 
filled in, spoiling its crescent shape 
and widening its narrow, pebbly 
beach. Nor is the height a barren 
precipice many hundreds of feet 
high. There is @ true cliff 300 fevt 
above the river at Cape Diamond. 
But—except at its steep extremities 


the slope above Wolfe's Cove ts) 


comparatively easy and short and 
is densely covered with bushes and 
trees 

The Path of Glory, ascending this 
slope by a gully threaded by @ little 
stream, was, therefore, not so hard 
to climb. Only the forlorn hope, 
scaling the easterly point of the 
Cove, had to be goats or acrobats, 
as the story-books imply, 


among the tossing leaves and the 
stream—the French “Ruisseau St. 
Denis”—rippling down beside it— 
all just as it must have been when 
Wolfe scrambled 
on that fateful morning long ago. 
And there I was, in a minute or 
two, at the top. There I was, and 
there before me—still much as 
Wolfe saw them—were green fields, 
dim with mist, broken by stately 
trees, under which stood cattle, and 
stretching north to the “road from 


the main French line of communica- 
tion.

If the awning will not be. fre- 
quently lowered and raised. you 
can do a good job with rubber 
cement. Stretch the canvas face 
down on a concrete sidewalk cr 
other smooth and hard surface. Cut 
a patch of canvas amply large to 
cover the tear. Coat the awning 
| eround the tear, and one side of the 

patch, with rubber cement, rubbing 
it into the fabric with a stiff brush. 
When the coat has dried, appiv an- 
other coat to both awning and 
patch. When this second coat be- 
comes strongly tacky, put the patch 
over the tear and force them into 
| fight contact by light wounding 
; with a hammer. To get tight con- 
tact at the edges of the patch, fray 
it out, and stick down the threads.

They will make the wall tight for a 
few years, but leakage wal then 
begin again. Leakage through a 
brick wall is usually because the 
inside joints are not solid'y filled 
with mortar.,Water works in, col- 
jects in the e:rnpty spaces, and then 
| forces its way through. One remedy 
| is to rake out the mortar from the 
outside to the depth of an inch or 
so, and then to repoint with a 
mortar that is dense. One good 
mixture is 1 part portland cement, 
3 parts clean building sand, and 
1-5 as much hydrated lime as 
cement. At the time the joints are 
remortared, the brickwork should 
be well sprinkled with water so 
that water will not be absorbed 
from the mortar,
